At 36 Baynes street there is an unoc- 


cupied cottage. Arriving there, Mr. 
Cottle was invited to go in and show 
the place to the stranger. 
As he 


stepped 
inside the door a stran- 


ger seized and gagged him. The 
two men securely bound Mr. Cot- 
tel with 
ropes, 
and 
then 
put 


handcuffs on his wrists and shackles 
on his feet and a dog collar around his 
neck. With chains they fastened the 
collar, shackles and handcuffs and all 
were united. They then ordered him 
to write a note to his wife saying that 
he had been arrested under an as- 
sumed name for a serious crime. The 
note closed with the earnest admoni- 
tion to his wife to give the bearer J2,- 
600, as he must have that sum at

GOVERNOR ALTOELD figures that tht 


deficiency which will result from the 
failure of the present legislature to pro- 
vide a sufficient state tax levy will 
amount to $1,543,025; but the auditor of 
public accounts, whose official business 
it is to audit the finances of the state, 
has given Representative Cochran fig- 
ures which show that at the very out- 
side the deficiency will not exceed $455,- 
025 in the two years. This is a differ- 
ence of $1,088,000. The chances are that 
even Auditor Gore made his figures too 
high, but they are sufficient to show 
that the call for a special session to pro- 
vide for an estimated deficiency is un- 
warranted. 


Ohio Oowraof Can't V«t*. 


The governor ol Ohio U the only gwr- 


eraor who rales without the veto power, 
and th»t this is true of Ohio todtt* to • 
very small thing, nsmoly, a 18 marriage 
license fee that went to the governor. 
Nearly one hundred years ago, when 
Gen. 
St. Clair was territorial governor 


of Ohio, the legislature was of tho opin- 
ion that $2 was too much of a tax to put 
upon the young men who contemplated 
marriage, and it was, too, for many a 
young man in those days did not get 
over $2 or 93 a month and his board and 
clothes. The legislature then consisted 
of a general assembly, corresponding 
with our house of representatives, and a 
legislative council, corresponding with 
our senate. 


The general assembly, in tha interest 


of the marriageable young men who htd 
to labor hard and long to save $2, 
passed a bill abolishing the law, and not 
wishing to affect the governor's income 
by the repealing act, it passed another 
bill increasing the governor's salary « 
corresponding amount. 
These bills 


RELATIVE 
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passed the legislative council also and 
went to the governor. Gov. St. Clair 
signed the bill increasing his salary, and 
vetoed the bill repealing the $2 marriage 
license. The lower house passed tha 
bill over his veto, but the upper house 
failed to do so. So the governor's salary 
was increased, but the marriageable 
young iron were not relieved from the 
tax. A constitutional convention was 
soon after held, and on account of this 
act of Gov. St. Clair the veto power was 
taken away from the governor. In 1852 
another' constitutional convention re- 
fused to reinstate the veto power in the 
new constitution. So that $2 marriage 
license affair is the reason why the Ohio 
governor doee not have thej-eto power.

REGARDING EARACHE. 


SOB. of th« More Frollttc C.u.e. from 


Wbleh It Mmy Start. 
In its simplest form, earache is an In- 


flammation of the external part of the 
ear. In other cases the Internal ear is 
•ttocked, and the disease takes on a 
much more serious character. 


When an earache is long continued, 


or the inflammation is especially severe, 
no tune should be lost in seeking the 
advice of some excellent physician or 
specialist.

An earache may start from a variety 


of causes, like a collection of war in 
the ear, or the introduction of some ir- 
ritating substance. It sometimes arises 
from extension of inflammation of the 
throat, as in scarlet fever and measles. 
Difficult teething is said to be not in- 
frequently a cause, especially -when 
that process is unusually protracted. 
The most prolific cause, however, is un- 
doubtedly cold. 
Inflammation of the ear is usually ac- 


companied by tbe symptom which gives 
the affection its name, but it is some- 
times hard to distinguish the nature 
of the trouble in the case of young in- 
fants who are unable to do anything 
but cry and toss incessantly. A close 
examination of the ear, however, will 
usually reveal a slight redness, espe- 
cially of the canal, and on pressure 
there will be found extreme sensitive- 
ness. 
The first point in the treatment of 


earache is to remove, if possible, tho 
cause of the inflammation. 
Should 


there be a collection of wax in the ear, 
it should be softened by a drop or two 
of oil or by injections of warm water or 
' milk, and then removed. 
The inflammation may then be dr 


rectly attacked by placing hot flannels, 
either wet or dry, over the orifice of the 
ear. 
If the pain is very severe, what la 


known as a laudanum fomentation may 
be applied. 
This is made by wringing 


a flannel out of boiling water and turn- 
ing a little laudanum over the surface 
of the cloth, which is then placed over 
the ear and allowed to steam. 


Injections of hot water may also be 


made directly into the oar, great care 
being taken not to force the liquid too 
abruptly. 
If there is a discharge from the ear, 


a mild solution of carbolic acid or borax 
should be used every day until it 
ceases. The usual duration of a case 
of inflammation of the ear is from two 
to three weeks.—Youth's Companion. 


SOAP AN ANTISEPTIC. 


-round Capable of Killing Typhoid F«T»r 


anil Cholera Germs. 


Common soap has just been discos 


ered to be the best of antiseptics. For 
years scientists have sought an antisep- 
tic which would be at the same time 
cheap and effective, and, like many an- 
other search, theirs has ended by find- 
ing the looked-for object under their 
noses. 
Recent experiments made in Germany 


by Prof. Max Jolles have proved that a 
solution of soap is perfectly capable oi 
killing the microbes of typhoid fever 
and cholera. With a one per ceut so- 
lution twelve hours of contact are neces- 
sary, but with a solution of from seven 
to ten per cent, only a few minutes 
suffice to destroy the germs of disease. 


Thus the hands or clothing washed 


In soapsuds and nothing else would ef- 
fectually bo, freed from the possibility 
of spreading contagion. Prof. Jolles 
also asserts, as the result of his inves- 
tigations, that it is not indispensable to 
kill the microbes at once in order to 
render them harmless, but that a sub- 
stance capable of exterminating them 
in a shorter or longer time commences 
its action by attenuating their virulence 
and rapidly causes them to become in- 
nocuous. 


Flrlnc O'er Mont Blanc. 


Suppose a Krnpp gun, of the typo 


shown at the Chicago world's fair, 
were set up at Pre St. Didier, at the 


. height of about 3,000 feet above the sea 


level, and a shot fired at an angle of 
about 45 degrees, it would not only fly 
a distance of nearly twelve miles, but 
would so much overtop the summit of 
Mont Blanc (which is more than 14,000 
feet high) that another mountain 
8,000 feet high might be put on top of 
Mont Blanc with about 100 feet space, 
without interfering with the course of 
the projectile. Such a projectile might 
be hurled across the Himalaya chain. 
This enormous flight would be per- 
formed in seventy seconds.

More About That Ordinance. 


A morning paper, Wednesday momj 


ing, stated that the paring ordinances 
passed by the city council last Monday 
night which provide that the cost of the 
intersections be prorated and charged 
aga'nst the lots along the line of the 
pavement could not be enforced, as only 
the corner lots could be assessed for tbe 
cost of paving the intersections. 
This 


is an error, and has misled many who 
are interested along the line ot the im 
prpvement. 


Under the present law, where cities do 


not assume the expense of paving inter 
sections, that cost is apportioned to the 
lots by the commissioners along the entire 
line of the street. These facts are sim- 
ply stated in fairness to those who are 
interested in the paving which has been 
ordered. 


The REPUBLICAN has also taken some 


pains to make an estimate of the cost of 
paving the intersections along the line 
beginning at Mason street and ending at 
.the corner of Jasper and Herkimer 
streets and Orchard street from Morgan 
to Water streets. It submits these fig- 
ures for the benefit of the people who 
are interested because they will serve a 
better purpose than appeals to passion 
and prejudice. It the people along this 
line do not want the improvement or- 
dered by the council, they must either 
secure a veto or get the council to 
repeal the ordinance. Neither of these 
things can be done by some of the 
methods resorted to by those who are 
trying to make business or political cap- 
ital out of the council's actions by ap- 
peals 
to prejudice and attributing 


bad motives to those who voted for the 
ordinance, and anticipating the action 
of the mayor and threatening him un 
less he happens to do as they say he 
ought to do. This is a matter ol busi 
ness and not a matter of politics, and 
should be settled on business principles 


This line of improvement, mentionec 


above, is 6600 feet long. The cost of th 
intersections would be, if built, abou 
$7,500. 
This apportioned to the lot 


frontage amounts to a trifle less than 50 
cents a front foot, or about 820 to each 
40 feet of frontage. The cost for paving 
this line estimated at 81.50 per square 
yard (and this is very near what it will 
cost) will amount to each 40 foot lot 
$111, and adding the $20 for intersec- 
tions will Iv-ing the total cost, to each 
40-foot lot. up to 8131. This, according 
to the provision of the ordinance, would 
be paid in fivo equal annual installments, 
or $22.50 each year. If the street were 
paved 40 feet wide, and the city paid 
for the intersection, the'.expense to each 
40-foot lot would average 8135, so that 
the difference to each 40-foot lot, on an 
average between a 30 foot street, with 
intersections assessed against the prop- 
erty, and a 40-foot street with the city 
bearing the expense of the intersections, 
is 84 a lot in favor of the 30-foot street. 
That is to say every owner of a 40 foot 
lot would save H as between the two 
plans. 


This will give the people some idea of 


what the paving will cost them, when 
they will have to pay for it, and from it 
they can figure whether they can afford 
it, and also whether they want the 
improvement. 
If they 
don't want 


it, ; after figuring the thing over 
then it would be better to say so in a 
systematic way by petition to the 
mayor and the city council. This in all 
such cases is more profitable than to 
charge men with committing an inten- 
tional outrage and all that sort o£ 
thing, a course that never accomplished 
the settlement of anything and never 
corrected un error or dispute.

He Will H»ve to M«ke the Rmce on n 


Sound Money Platform—The Chi- 


cago Platform and Cleveland 


and Cariialc Indorsed. 


LovisviiXB. Ky., June S7.-P. Wat 


Hardin. of Mercer county, was last 
night named by the democrats of Ken- 
tucky to make the race for governor 
against W. O. Bradley, amid one of the 
most remarkable demonstrations ever 
seen in a convection. Only one ballot 
was necewary, and the representative 
of the free-silver element seemed to 
have plenty of vote* to 8p*re after se- 
curing the necessary number. There 
were 69 complimentary votes cast on 
the ballot, most of which belonged to 
Hardln and would undoubtedly havi 
been his had it been necessary to tak 
another ballot 


When it became known that the 44 


votes necessary to a choice had been 
cast for the successful candidate. th< 
delegates broke all bounds. 
They 


leaped on the chain, waved their hats 
and handkerchiefs in the air 
and 


burst into a lusty chorus of approbe 
tion which must have done the heart! 
of the supporters of the man from 
Barrodsburg a world of good. 
Urn 


brellas were raised, coats tied to th 
ends of canes and waved frantically i 
the air, and banners with queer de 
vices on them were elevated in th 
various delegations. Some of these 
bore the words "Hardln and Har- 
mony," others "Harmony or Uell." 
But there was none so bold as to hold 
•loft the name of the defeated candi- 
date. 


From the border lights of the stage 


on which the chairman sat descended 
• huge piece of canvas, on which was 
inscribed the words in letters two feet 
long: "Democracy; Sound Money; De- 
mocracy." 


The victory can be assigned to no 


other reason than Mr. Hardiu's per- 
sonal popularity. The convention had 
early in the day adopted a gold-stand- 
ard platform, which refused all com- 
promise with the advocates of free 
coinage, of which Mr. Hardin was one 
of the foremost in Kentucky. The 
Clay men, much encouraged thereby, 
and believing that the- convention 
•would refuse to pfcuce upon its roll of 
honor a man who stood so diametric- 
ally against its principles, were look- 
ing for victory, and the result was a 
bitter surprise to them. 


One of the most noteworthy features 


of the convention was its devotion to 
what 
it has termed the cause of 


"sound money." In a minority to be- 
gin with, the free-silver men scarcely 
made themselves felt at all. The gold - 
standard 
champions showed their 


strength by adopting the majority re- 
port of the committee on resolutions 
by a big majority. 
Led by ex-Gov. 


, 
McCreary and Senator William Lind- 
say, they succeeded in not only induc- 
ing the convention to adopt a platform 
which is the despair of the free-silver 
cohorts of the state, bnt in getting a 
strong indorsement of the administra- 
tion's policy, in which President Cleve- 
land and Secretary Carlisle are men- 
tioned by name. 


Every mention of the name of either 


Mr. Cleveland or Mr. Carlisle that was 
made was received with applause that 
was 
unmistakably 
sincere. 
The 


friends of Mr. Carlisle consider it a 
great victory for him. While he was 
going through the state.- preaching 
the doctrine of the yellow metal it is 
•worthy of note that P. Wat Hardln 
was also stumping the same territory 
in the interest of free silver and urg- 
ing the advantages of a 18 to 1 ratio. 


Jo C. 8. Blackburn, who has received 


tint little favor at the hands of this 
convention, was the only other man in 
the state who was so prominently 
identified with silver as Mr. Hardin. 
However, the friends of free silver 
claim that the convention was not un- 


• kindly disposed toward them, or it 


would not have nominated a free-silver 
man for the highest position in the 
gift of the state party. Clay's friends 
regard Hardtn's victory as one of per- 
son rather than principle. 


All dissension in the party on the 


currency question is not ended, as the 
division in the committee on resolu- 
tions proves. 
Three reports were 


made by that body and a determined 
fight was made on the floor by the ad- 
vocates of the minority reports to 
have them adopted, and considerable 


x 
warmth was shown by the speakers, 


\ 
«speeially by John S. Rhea, who at- 
tacked Mr. Cleveland as vigorously as 
Senator William Linsday afterwards 
defended him. 


This was the first regularly-calted 


state nominating convention in which 
the currency has been an issue, and it 
was therefore watched with no little 
interest. Surprise has been occasioned 
by the difference in its attitude from 
that of recent conventions of the 
southern and western 
states; but 


whether they will follow it or not re- 
mains to be seen. It is not easy to 
tell exactly what bearing the work oi 
yesterday's convention will have on 
the senatorial race. While silver has 
received a severe blow, and with it its 
staunch friend Senator Blackburn, the 
fact that Hardin was nominated makes 
the aspect much brighter for Senator 
Blackburn's re-election. The other 
candidates all stand 
for* a single 


standard. They are Gpv. Brown, and 
cx-Oovernors McCreary and Buckner 


The name of Hardin has been a well 


known one in Kentucky sinoe its earli 
cst history, and Parker Watkins Har- 
din's career at the bar and in politics 
has maintained the family prestige 
He was born in Adair county, June S 
1*41. 
He was educated in the school 


of the county, studied law with his fa 
tb*r, and was admitted to 'the bar i 
IM6. He at oaos began the practice 


of law, and a few y»ar* later located 
n Harrodsburg, which is now his 
ome. In 18S1 Mr. Hardin was elected 
ttorney-general of the state on the 
•mocratfe ticket. His administration 
f his office was so popular that he 
was twice renominated and re-elected 
with little opposition, sitting twelve 
years. Four years ago he had a strong 
oUowing as candidate for governor, 
but WAS defeated by John Young 
Brown, in a triangular contest, in 
which the other aspirant was C. M. 
Clay, Jr., his chief opponent in this 
convention. 


Physically, Mr. Hardin is a man of 


fine appearance, but he is noted for 
marked democratic simplicity In dress 
and manner. This latter trait, added 
to the popularity of the family name, 
which is a strong element in Ken- 
tucky politics, somewhat explain the 
anomaly presented by many sound 
money delegates supporting a man 
who had mad« his canvass almost 
solely on the free silver coinage issue

Law- 
yer Howe, who appeared for Rouis, 
made a statement, saying that Ronis 
gave himself up as a witness, not as a 
ilefendant, simply because he was in 
the house at the time of the affair, and 
was known to have been on bad terms 
recently with Kunley. Rouis, he said, 
was willing to tell all about his busi- 
ness relations with Kunley and explain 
the circumstances of the shooting, 
which was clearly suicide.

In detailing the particulars of the 


shooting Rouis said: 


"My business affairs are in a tangled 


condition, and I went to Kunley's flat 
last night to have a talk with him 
about the business affairs of ray con- 
cern. He was partially disrobed, and 
in the course of our talk I asked him 
what became of the money. In a mo- 
ment and in a very excited manner be 
grabbed me by the vest and said: 


" 'Do yon want to save my life?' 
"He wanted me to take him back. 


He wanted me to forgive him and 
overlook the past. 
He said if 1 did 


not he would kill himself. I said: 
•Come, dress, and let's get out of here. 
It's too warm.' 


"I heard him make a threat once be- 


fore to kill himself, and so did not pay 
much attention to him. He produced 
a revolver and I ran away. 
I got out 


into the hall and he fired a shot at 
me. I was awfully frightened and 
went to the home of Dr. Nieliaus, 
where I slept last night.

"I met Kunley first In a boarding

Rouis. "And he seemed to be a bright 
young man, and I gave him (4,000 with 
which to go to Europe and have a 
good time. 
He had had some trou- 


ble In his life. He had just come out 
of Trenton prison. I don't know what 
he had been in there for. It was 
I who made the business. He said if I 
would let him use my name, that he 
would go in and work for me and do 
what was right. I did let him use my 
name for the purpose of business. We 
separated about a year and a half ago, 
and he lias been at me since to take 
him bock." 


There are indications that this case 


will develop some sensations.

Rouis in the parole of Lawyer Howe 
until Monday.

divided into two classes—"wood chop- 
pers" and "moss pickers." During the 
bummer months, when the crops are 
"laid by," they go into the dismal 
swamps, pushing their crooked way! 
along through "canals," ditches anc 
bayous, in pirogues, skiffs, canoes or 
rafts, picking up from the dark green 
waters all of the flakes and bunches of 
moss that the winds have blown down 
from the huge Spanish oaks that stand 
like specters in the watery forest of soli- 
tude. Each picker has a long pole with 
an iron hook at the end. and, after he 
has gathered the floating hunches, he 
reaches up into the trees and pulls 
down from the heavily-laden branches 
the long, thick bunches that hang from 
the limbs in such wild confusion, 
wreathed artistically by the hand of 
nature. 
The pickers then climb the heavily- 


laden trees, walk along the numerous 
branches, picking the flakes of moss 
and throwing them down into the 
boats. When the boats have been load- 
ed, the men pull for the shore, where 
they have a "camp." 
The mass is 


piled in heaps and water is thrown 
upon it, where it swelters in the sun, 
until the men have dug long trenches, 
into which the moss is thrown, wet 
down, and earth thrown over it. Here 
it remains buried for two or thr*>e 
months 
This "kills" or "cures" it, 


without which it is not a marketable 
commodity. The burying process kills 
the outside bark of the moss, thus mak- 
ing it soft and flexible Were it not for 
this process our beds, chairs, sofas and 
carriage *;ats would not be so soft and 
pleasant 
Lou'wana moss is a "live" plant.it 


feeds on air, and not from any sub- 
stance derived from the live oak or 
Spanish oak on which it is found. It 
onlv needs the tree for an elevated 
position to get air 
It feeds on the ma« 


laria of the swamps, somewhat purify- 
ing the air nnd making it healthful 
for the pickers who are gathering it to 
be buried 
It dies as soon as the tree 


dies, however, because the bark of the 
tree among which its tendrils creep 
has decayed and peeled off The moss 
then turns black, as if draped in mourn- 
ing for its benefactor This article is 
called "black moss," and is graded in 
commerce as second class 


The prime article, or living moss, is of 


a gray greenish color, having long 
branching fibers, with trumpet shaped 


tered along on posts »nd trenches and 
dried. It Is then hauled to market, or 
to the nearest "store." where it Is baled, 
or tied up, in «Vath*r loose manner, in 
bales of from 800 to 800 pounds, as it 
seems convenient, and shipped to the 
commission merchant at New Orleans. 
Each "gang" of "pickers" and "chop- 
pers'" has a camp, where they live or 
sleep at nights, daring the picking sea- 


ra. 
The houses are of the most primitive 


style of architecture—unhewn tegs, 
with a one-sided roof of clapboards, 
slanting from the ridge pole to within 
en feet of the ground. 
The baling process is also primitive. 


Mule power is used, and sometimes 
hand power. The "press" 5a a log lever 
jut into a mortice in a large tree. Of 
course the baling is very crude, but the 
darky only wishes It to last until he 
can haul it to "de town." The bale is 
Fastened on each side by cypress boards 
in the rough, bound with wire, vines, or 
hickory bark. A picker gathers from 
850 to 400 or 500 pounds a day, and as 
each day's "catch" is buried separately, 
it is also baled separately when dug up, 
and this accounts far the bales of all 
rices coming to market. 


Moss loses about half of its original 


weight on being cured. The picker 
gets from IJtf to Z% cents a pound, but 
his day's work of 400 pounds has shrunk 
to about 300 pounds on being "killed," 
yet this is good pay, and enables the 
darky and his family to live in clover 
during the picking season. 


The country store-keeper ships the 


moss to the commission merchant, or 
factory, of which latter there are four 
in New Orleans, and, it is believed, the 
only moss factories in the south, as 
moss is not a paying merchantable 
commodity anywhere except in Louisi- 
ana, although moss is found in small 
quantities in the swamps of all the gulf 
states, but not in paying quantities 


At the factory these rough bales are 


opened, and the leaves, dust and small 
sticks taken out by a process of 
giuning, similar to that of ginning cot- 
ton It is then put through a boiling 
process, in a mixture of sulphate of 
iron, or copperas. The process fixes 
the tannin in the bark, turning the 
moss into a glossy black. The moss is 
then dried, and sometimes recleansed 
by another 
ginning. 
It 
is then 


classified into four 
grades: 
Gray, 


brown and gray, brown and black, and 
pure black 
The pure black is the 


more valuable, being softer and more 
flexible, and is sometimes sold in the 
north as Oie finest quality of "hort,e 
hair." 
In this refined condition the moss 


sells at from seven to twelve cents per 
pound. When the picker ships direct 
to the factory, without curing by bury-

flowers of a peach blossom color. It 
grows rapidly, and it seems not to have 
a root, as a straw blown from one tree 
to another scon grows into a thick 
bunch. Its element is on the tops and 
branches of living trees in the darkest 
swamps where sunshine rarely enters, 
covering as with a mantle the tops and 
huge limbs of the herculeah trees that 
rise up in their glowing grandeur in 
these almost impenetrable lakes and 
bayous. It is a creature of the fickle 
winds and is blown from the oaks and 
cypress to the highlands adjacent to the 
swamps, and finds lodgment in the 
sweet gum, elm-and ash, and covers 
them as a fringe, or as the background 
of a gloomy picture, with its long pen- 
nants and festoons, solemnly swaying 
In the wind, remindful of the waving 
black plumes of a long procession of

ing, 
he receives from 35 to 60 cents 


per hundred pounds. Many of them 
do this, rather than to cure the mobs 
by burying it, and waiting two or three 
months for it to die. They mainly 
ship by steamboat, which is very much 
cheaper than by rail, and many of 
them float down the bayous or creek* 
on flatboats intothe Mississippi, thence 
to New Orleans, where their cargoes 
are sold, and their purchases of calicoes 
provisions, etc., are made 
Hut, too 


frequently,-these needed purchases arc 
omitted, and the pickers fall in among 
the dens of colored thieves in the negro 
quarter, where they are stripped of 
their earnings as they have denuded 
the trees of the swamps. 


The receipts of moss average about 


100 bales daily, or about 80,000 pounds 
The factories put up the moss in quar- 
ter bales of 100 pounds, and in half 
bales of 200 pounds, which arc known 
as "machine-cured moss," and is shipped 
to the principal cities of the United 
States, also France and Germany, where 
it is used in all kinds of upholstery in 
which hair is used. Notwithstanding 
the increased and increasing demand 
for Louisiana, or Spanish, moss, the 
supply seems to increase. 
Pickers 


state that it seems to be more plentiful 
than ever,as if its growth were increased 
by the annual thinning out of the mosa 
forests. The demand is greater this 
season than ever, and it promises to 
supplant the use of hair. 


There is not an object of nature, per- 


haps, more solemn and impressive than 
a dismal, moss-covered swamp. As one 
glides along the waters darkened by 
the deep shadows of the mossy cavern 
of dependent mosses, remindful of 
stalactites in a cave, the tall cypress 
and Spanish oaks rise above In their 
grandeur and solemnity like giant sen- 
tinels guarding their dismal abode as if 
to shut out the sun and make it one of 
perpetual darkness and solitude.
